Three days ago Giles started on the first leg of his flight 
of more than 9000 miles hot was forced to ton hack when the 
“Wanda” ran into dense fog hanks IO miles off the California 
coast. 
Returning from his first disappointing departure, Giles 
announced Ins determination to take off again at Hie earliest 
possible moment. 
Heavy rain and a storm at sea made a takeoff impossible 
Sunday and on Monday the runway of tho flying field still was 
middy.

Leading the Trojan assault, with an eye to upholding that reputa­ 
tion, is a young man who answers to the depressing nickname of 
“Dreary." Probably this is little more than a play upon bis last name. 
which happens to be Drury, for his reputation on the football field is 
that of a smashing ball carrier and forward passer second to none in 
the land. 
This modern Lochinvar is nearly bald and wears a most malignant 
expression as he plows ahead with the pigskin under his arm. B ut he 
can run with the best of them, and the westerners confidently count 
upon him to lead them to victory over Notre Dame. 


Beating the "Irish” Is going to take a bit of doing, as the British 
so nimbly put i t K nute Rockne has had sufficient 
time since his overthrow by the Army to whip his 
charges into a fine frensy of football enthusiasm. 
Rockne had a hunch th at he would lose th at 
Army game, and so made no rash promises about 
winning the national championship. 
Now he has a 
chance to redeem himself by beating Southern Cali­ 
fornia, which represents ju st about the best of 
the west. 
Stanford held the Trojans to a tie, only to be 
smacked down later in the season by little Santa 
Clara, so th at the question of football supremacy is 
as badly muddled on the Pacific Coast as elsewhere.

to arrange for continuation of the 
flight to Samoa, the FIJI Islands 
and on to Australia and New Zen 
land. 
Giles wore a blue suit and had a 
sweater under hia coat and a m uf­ 
fler wrapped about his neck. He 
wore light woolen glovea. 
Captain Peterson said th at Giles 
had made no will before starting on 
the flighL 
“W hat does he want to make a 
will frr?" Peterson asked. “He’s go­ 
ing to make it.” 
From the time he passes out 
over the California coastline until 
he reaches Honolulu, or is sighted 
by ships at sea, Giles will be out 
of touch with 
the 
rest 
of the 
world. 
Five Ships On Path 
Five ships were reported early 
today on the great circle route 
which Giles will attem pt to follow 
between San Francisco and Hono­ 
lulu. 
The ships and their distances 
out of San Francisco were: 
Manoa, 286 miles: Ventura, 7171 
miles; Ondo, 780 miles; the Tenyo 
Maru, 1076 miles, and the Presi­ 
dent Garfield, 1604 miles. 
Giles expected to fly at a speed 
of from 95 to IOO miles an hour. 
He estimated 
he would 
reach 
Honolulu around 7:SO a. rn., Hono­ 
lulu time, IO a. rn.. Pacific coaat 
standard time. 
Tomorrow will be Giles’ th irti­ 
eth birthday anniversary. 
He had 
hoped to complete the flight to 
Australia on that day, but bad 
weather and a sm ash-up at Elko, 
Nev., on the way to the coast, 
threw him far behind his schedule. 
Giles 
appeared 
jubilant 
before 
the takeoff over the fact that he 
at last was ready to get away 
with favorable weather in pros­ 
pect on the Pacific. 
He showed no - nervousness as 
he climbed into the cockpit and 
waved a farewell to his friends 
who were gathered at the side of 
the runway. 
Throws Hslmet Away 
Giles 
flew 
without 
helmet 
or 
goggles. 
He threw a helmet that 
Peterson had bought for him last 
week out of the plane just before 
it started to move. 
He said he would fly at a mod­ 
erately low 
altitude 
throughout 
the trip unless he encountered bad 
weather. 
Jn that event he be­ 
lieved 
the 
“W anda,” 
although 
heavily loaded, would climb to a 
sufficient altitude to 
get 
above 
the storm. 
A picture of W anda Hess, sister 
of Aubrey Hess, was in the cabin 
of Captain Giles’ plane. 
Aubrey 
Hess designed the craft. 
Reports were current through­ 
out the time Giles was a t Mills 
field that he was engaged to Miss 
Hess, but he refused to say w heth­ 
er they were planning on being 
married lf he succeeded 
in 
his 
flight. 
A half dozen lights on the In­ 
strum ent board of the plane will 
furnish lights for Giles during the 
night. 
If a vessel Is sighted enroute, 
Giles planned to fly low over the 
craft and drop a message on the 
deck. 
Carries Elaberats Charts 
Elaborate charts had been pre­ 
pared for the voyage by Capt. W. 
V. Voortmeyer, a member of the 
San Francisco airport commission. 
The charts showed the approxi­ 
mate positions of ships at sea, the 
approximate times he should meet 
them and 
all 
other 
Information 
necessary for the flight. 
C apt Giles abandoned plans to 
take a collapsible rubbei life-boat 
on the flight. 
He said the boat 
would add too much weight to 
the already heavily laden plane. 
He was confident the ‘W anda” 
would 
remain 
afloat almost In­ 
definitely if a forced landing had 
to be made on the ocea . 
The two main gasoline tanks of 
the pip ne were equipped with re ­ 
lease valves by which their con­ 
tents 
could 
quickly 
be 
dumped 
overboard. 
A test showed the tanks could 
be emptied and made airtight in 
a little more than two minutes. 
Small Life Jacket 
Giles also has a small life jack­ 
et and a handsaw with which ha 
would attem pt to cut away the 
engine supports and drop the mo­ 
tor from the plane. 
W ith the gaa tanks emptied and 
the plane relieved of the weight 
of Its motor, Giles feels certain it 
would stay afloat for many hours. 
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even in a moderately rough sea. 
These precautions, however, he 
regarded as unnecessary, 
saying 
“I’ve get a good plane, and it is 
in perfect condition." 
His plans is not equipped either 
to send or receive radio messages, 
Captain Giles said he would be 
too busy, if the “Wanda,” went into 
a tailspin, to attem pt to send mes­ 
sages. 
Two compasses—a magnetic and 
an 
earth 
indicator—will 
be 
hia 
guide on the 2400-mile flight to 
Honolulu. 
The "Wanda” is named after the 
sister of Aubrey Hess, designer of 
tho plane. 
It is capable of a 
maximum speed of 128 miles an 
hour abd a cruising speed of 105 
miles an hour. 
It has a blue fuselage, blue nose 
and blue landing gear, with light 
yellow wings. 
The numbers NX 
1445 are painted on its tail rudder. 
Carries 430 Gallons Gas 
The two main gasoline tanks, lo­ 
cated in the fuselage between the 
pilot's seat and the engine, hold 
340 gallons, while four emergency 
tanks in the wings bring the total 
fuel capacity up to 430 gallons. 
The plane is driven by a W right 
whlrwind J-5 motor of 220 horse­ 
power. 
Giles said he would climb to a 
comparatively high altitude as soon 
as the “W anda” swung out over 
the ocean after the takeoff. 
This 
would give him greater opportunity 
to right his plane should it go 
into a tailspin. 
The three planes which perished 
in the Dole air race to Honolulu 
last August all were believed to 
have gone down In tailspins. 
Giles was one of the entrants for 
the Dole flight, but his plane was 
not completed In time for him to 
participate. 
Captain Giles said he would take 
a three-day rest 
after 
reaching 
Honolulu. From Honolulu his itin­ 
erary calls* for a flight 
of 
2505 
miles to Upola Island, in the Sa­ 
moan . oup. 
Third Leg 710 Miles 
The third leg of the flight, from 
Upola Island to the Fiji Islands, 
measures 710 miles. 
From the Fiji Islands he w*ill fly 
to Brisbane, Australia, 1918 miles! 
then to Sidney, 550 miles, and on 
to Wellington, New Zealand, 1362 
miles making the total distance of 
the flight 9471 miles. 
Giles, 
a 
native 
of 
Norfolk, 
England, is 29 years old. 
He 
served with the British air forces 
during the World war and later 
as an air mail pilot in Australia. 
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planned to follow failed to sight 
him. 
Fail to Sight Plane 
The freighter Dew*ey, 200 miles 
out, and the .Matson liner Manoa, 
275 miles out, both reported the 
“W anda” was not seen 
a t 
the 
time it was 
scheduled

their positions. 
Other ships farther out to sea 
took up the watch as time passed. 
It 
is 
estimated

Giles 
should be between 450

The message from the Manoa 
said clouds were floating close to 
the sea and that Giles might have 
passed above the

Saturday morning in an automobile 
crash on the Huntington

Santa Ana highway. 
Mrs. Pearl Wlasick, 44, of 805 
Willow street, Long Beach; Mrs. 
Mabel Fisher, 45, of 930 Ameri­ 
can avenue. Long Beach; and John 
B. Parrott, Long Beach oil worker, 
were in the Smith machine at the 
time of the accident. P arrott was 
severely cut but was present at the 
inquest a t the Dixon funeral chapel 
yesterday. He tailed to remember 
any details of the accident. 
The car occupied by the four per­ 
sons w as struck 
by 
a 
machine 
driven by John H. Weaver, of Ana­ 
heim. Both cars were traveling to­ 
ward Santa Ana at the time of the 
accident, it was brought out. The 
collision occurred when 
W eaver 
attem pted to pass the Smith m a­ 
chine, it 'was said. 
Mrs. Roy Smith, of 
101 
East 
Mountain 
View 
street, 
Long 
Beach, widow of the dead man, was 
the first witness. Mrs. Smith will 
take steps to secure money which 
she claimed her husband had prior 
to his death, she told Deputy Dis­ 
trict A ttorney L. W. Blodget fol­ 
lowing the inquest. 
The two women, 
Mrs. 
W lasick 
and Mr*. Fisher, who disappeared 
following the accident, were pres­ 
ent at th e inquest. They could tell 
little of the accident. 
Testimony was 
introduced 
by 
Charles Young, of North Cambridge 
street, Orange, that a beer bottle 
partially full had been found in the 
road and th at a pint bottle of w his­ 
key wa* found in the W eaver m a­ 
chine. Young was the first person 
on the scene of the accident. He 
testified to helping 
two 
persons 
from the 
car and 
of 
removing 
Smith from beneath the wreckage. 
Hugh 
Criley, 
of 
Huntington 
Beach, who arrived soon after the 
accident, testified that 
both 
the 
woman had disappeared when he a r­ 
rived. H e stated that a Mr. Fred­ 
rick had taken Weaver aw ay from 
the wreck soon after he had arrived 
and had returned with him later. 
Mrs. W lasick, Mrs. 
Fisher 
and 
P arrott all denied having had any­ 
thing to drink during the evening. 
W eaver did not take the 
witness 
stand. 
James Cain, state traffic officer, 
testified to finding a beer 
bottle 
in the road and to finding a 
pint 
bottle partly filled 
with 
alleged 
whiskey in the Weaver 
machine. 
Cain also stated that P arrott had 
admitted to him that he had taken 
several drinks of beer during the 
evening. 
Mrs. W lasick testified 
th a t 
the 
Smith machine was traveling a t the 
rate of between 25 and 30 miles 
per hour when the accident occur­ 
red. 
F. W. Howard, 
chief 
criminal 
deputy sheriff, stated on the w it­ 
ness stand that he had been told 
th at W eaver had 
been 
drinking 
prior to the accident but th a t an 
examination made several 
hours 
after the accident failed to 
show 
any trace of liquor on Weaver. The 
accident occurred about 
1:30 
a. 
m. and the examination about 6 a. 
m. he said. 
Smith ie survived by his widow 
and three children, Herman, Clar­ 
ence and Earl, who are supporting 
their m other by carrying 
news­ 
papers, according to friends of Mrs. 
Smith. 
Funeral services for Smith 
will 
be held from the

chapel today and his remains

Press Censorship 
League Subject 


BY HENRY WOOD 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
GENERA, Nov. 22.—The Decem­ 
ber session of the League of N a­ 
tions council m ust pass upon the 
delicate question of censorship for 
the press in peace time. 
The extreme delicacy 
of 
the 
question lies in the fact that both 
Italy and Rumania, who are now 
members of that body, are with 
the exception of the Soviets, the 
most glaring examples in Europe 
of countries that enforce a peace­ 
time censorship. 
The question was called to the 
attention of t)ie league assembly 
and council by the international 
press conference held a t Geneva 
last August under the auspices of 
the league. 
The conference de­ 
clared itself as unequivocally op­ 
posed to every restriction on the 
liberty of * the press and insisted 
that censorship should never be 
established except for vital and 
exceptional reasons. 
It finally ex­ 
pressed the wish that censorship 
in peace time should be quickly 
and finally abolished. 
Under league procedure, 
it is 
the duty of the council, if it is 
in agreement with this resolution, 
to transm it it to all of the gov­ 
ernm ents of the world with the 
recommendation 
that 
it 
be 
put 
into force. 
To do this, however, a unani­ 
mous vote of the council is neces­ 
sary and with both Italy and Ru­ 
mania 
maintaining 
peace-time 
censorship, the question becomes 
exceedingly difficult.

Divorce Laws 


Europeans are so apt to scoff at our ’‘loose’’ divorce laws 
that it comes like a breath of fresh air to heard Lord Birkenhead 
bitterly criticizing the narrow divorce laws of his own country. 
Now to get the full meaning of this you have to remember that 
Lord Birkenhead was at one time the supreme law office of the 
crown, namely, the lord chancellor. 
And not long ago it became his sad duty in connection with 
other law lords to turn down an appeal of a woman for divorce. 
Her husband had killed another man, but had been sent to an 
asylum for the criminal insane. 
She brought a divorce suit on 
the grounds of cruelty and infidelity. 
The law lords held that 
the latter charge had not been proven. 
Lord Birkenhead said 
the applicant was doomed to loneliness for the rest of her life. 
You see in England cruelty alone does not get a woman a 
divorce. 
The main ground, in fact, about the only ground for 
divorce for either a husband or a wife is infidelity. 
The re­ 
sult is that any number of cases are framed. 
But Lord Birkenhead has done some plain speaking. 
He 
says it is cruel of the law to tie a man or a woman to a partner 
for life when that partner is a confirmed drunkard. 
It is a like 
cruelty to tie a man or a woman to a partner who is doing a 
long stretch in the penitentiary for some crime. 
But he did not 
touch upon another cruelty of the British law. 
It ties a husband 
or a wife for life to a partner who is hopelessly insane and who 
is immured within the walls of a lunatic asylum. 
England has many good women whose life is only half a life. 
Their husbands are either convicts in prison or insane men locked 
up in asylums. 
If free to secure a divorce, some good man prob­ 
ably would marry them. They could build their lives &.iew. 
They 
could have a real home and children. As it is they have to strug­ 
gle along as best they can. 
Some of them give up the fight and 
cease to be “good.” 
And yet the English, together with other Europeans, throw 
stones I t our laws and say they are entirely too lax. 


Health Topics

GERM8 SMALL, BUT THEIR WORK IS 
POWERFUL 
About fifty years have passed since Pasteur, by 
his work on anthrax, first shawed certainly th at 
germs actually cause disease. 
In the intervening periods thousands of bacterial 
organisms have been discovered and hundreds have 
been identified definitely as having th* ability to 
cause certain diseases of mankind. In 1880 the bac­ 
terium associated with typhoid fever was Isolated; 
then In rapid order came the discovery of th* germ 
causes of pneumonia, glanders, tuberculosis cholera, 
tetanus or lockjaw, m alta fever, 
meningitis, 
texas 
fever, dysentery, bubonic plague, botulism, syphilis, 
whooping cough, leprosy and many others. 
Quite a Few in rn Pound 
The first man actually to see bacteria was prob­ 
ably the famous Dutchman who Invented the micro­ 
scope, Leeuwenhoek. The bacteria are small, and It 
has been estimated that it would take three hundred 
billions of bacilli of average size to weigh a pound. 
Few people are willing to assign to organisms 
of such minute size the powerful actions that they 
ac tu a lly have. 
They multiply rapidly under favor­ 
able conditions, one germ producing two new ones 
in about twenty minutes. 
If they reproduced, how­ 
ever, only a t the rate of once In every hour, a t the 
end of 24 hours, one germ would have given rise 
to sixteen and one-half million descendants. 
The simplest methods of identification of germs 
are those that involve the examination of stained 
specimens under the microscope. 
The germs have 
characteristic appearances, and they tend to group 
themselves In various ways. 
Some form in bunches 
like grapes, others in long chains, still others col­ 
lect two by two; some have a capsule about them, 
others a number of little tails 
to 
aid 
them in 
moving. 
No Theory but Feet 
There are still people foolish enough to talk about 
the “germ theory.” 
Germs are no more a theory 
than are plants, birds, and other living organisms 
that live and reproduce. 
The potency of germs to 
cause disease can be tested on animals. 
When In­ 
jected Into animals the germs 
produce 
changes 
which are specific for the germs concerned. 
After all this Is the acid test in connecting any 
germ certainly with the production of a disease. 
If 
it can produce the same condition in an animal Ilk# 
the monkey th at It was associated with la a hum an 
being from whom It was taken, anybody w ith a 
reasoning mind wilt be willing to giant that It bai 
the power to cause th* disease concerned.
